Sin,—Adverting to my Letter, dated the 2d 
instant, I have the honor to suggest for your con- 
sideration, whether it would not be advisable to 
publish a Notice in the Calcutta Papers, intimat- 
ing to the public generally, especially the Mer- 
cantile Community, that, if they desire their Over- 
land Letters, to be forwarded on by the Govern- 
ment Overland Express, they should request their 
Correspondents to mark “per Express,” and to 
keep within the dimited weight of to tolas; and 
that, meanwhile, until the system becomes ge- 
nerally known, they ought to advise me, whether 
they wish any of their Letters, not so marked, to 
be sent on from Bombay by the Express. 


2d.—By the last Expross I dispatched as usual 
a number of Overland Letters, not especially 
marked, because, had J} not done so, great disap- 
pointment would have been experienced by par- 
ties in Calcutta; but Lintend to discontinue the 
practice, after a sufficient time has elapsed to ad- 
mit of the public becoming aware of the privilege 
conceded by the Notification of May issued by the 
London General Post Office, and to dispatch by 
the Overland Express those Letters only which 
are so marked. 

3d.—The public ought moreover to be most espe- 
cially warned not to mark “ per Express” on letters 
exceeding two tolas in weight, because anch letters 
cannot be so dispatched. ‘Ihey will invariably be 
detained (as was the case on the arrival of the last 
Mail,) for transmission by the post regular dawk, 
dispatched after the Express, 

4th.—I shall feel much obliged by your favoring 
me with alist of “ Newspaper Offices” in Calcutta, 
and by your informing the parties connected there- 
with that not more than two papers (whether sent 
out from England marked “ per Express,” or posted 
in Bombay to go by Express) will, in future, be 
forwarded by the Government Express. Some of 
the Newspaper Offices have as many as six Over- 
daad Papers marked “ per Express,” but, as they 





cannot be so forwarded, it is useless to have them 
so marked, 


5th.—The new rule limits the weight of a 
Newspaper to 3 tolus, but, if that were acted up to, 
the Newspaper Offices would be deprived alto- 
gether of the privilege conceded by the Notifica- 
tion of May last, as an Overland Paper invariably 
weighs more than 3 and generally very nearly 6 
tolas. 1 have therefore determined to send two 
Overland Papers to each Office, without reference 
to that limit, and shall continue the practice until 
I receive orders to the contrary from Government 
or the Home Authorities.

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THE following Memorandum drawn out by the 
Political Agent of Bhopaul, is published for gene- 
ral information : 


Memorandum regarding Daks for Travellers within 
the Bhopaul Political Agency. 


July 21st 1847. 

1 A Dak consisting of 8 Palkee Bearers of 
! or 2 Banghy Burdars if required, and of I or 2 
Mussalehies, will be furnished at the rate of 
eight annas (Company’s Currency,) per mile, 
English. 

2. On the two main roads between Saugor 
to Mhow, and between Saugor and Hoshungabad, 
the Bhopau) authorities furnish Daks from Bhilsa 
and Tuppa in the one case, and from Blulsa and 
Hoshungahad on the other. ‘The distances are 
respectively, 97 miles and 76 miles, according to 
the Post Office routes, viz. as follows: Blilsa to 
Bhopaul 30, Bhopaul to ‘Tuppa 67, and Bhopaul 
to Hoshungabad 46 miles. ‘The distance be- 
tween Bhopaul and Sehore is reckoned at 21 
miles, 

3. Should a traveller be detained for less 
than 24 hours, no demurrage will be charged ; if he 
is delayed more than a day then for the second 
day in whole or part, and so for the 3d day, &c., 
he will be charged 3 annas (Company’s Currency,) 
for each man at each stage—that is 3 annas a day 
per man, beyond the first day. 

4. As delays occasionally occur in going from 
Saugor to Mhow at Tuppa, where the Mhow 
Bearers should take up the Dak, the Bhopaul 
Bearers will, if necessary, carry the traveller on to 
the next stage, Peepleea, each man employed re- 
ceiving 4 annas (Company’s Currency,) for the 
extra stage. 

5. It ig advisable always to give, if possible, 
aeven days notice about laying a Dak, as the ma- 
jority of the bearers have to be sent to their res- 
pective stages from the town of Bhopaul. 

6. No Daks can be laid as a rule on other 
roads, but every endeavour will be made to accom- 
modate travellers on timely notice being given.

An Accommodation or a Cargo Beat will be 
employed in this line, as far as Dacca, the Steamer 
only going on to Gowahuttee until the demand 
for freight to and from places above Dacca is more 
than a Steamer can supply. In the first there are 
3 classes of Cabins, but there will be no distine- 
tion in the charge, and the preference in the selec- 
tion will be given to those who engage for the long- 
est distances or otherwise, according to priority of 
application. 

To Burrisaul or Dacca the charge will be Se- 
venty-five Rupees, to Gowahuttee One Hundred 
and Fifty Rupees, or at the rate of Twenty-five 
Rupees for every 100 miles, of the estimated dis- 
tance according tv which the passage for interme- 
diate distances will be rated. 

One Servant is allowed to each Cabin occupied 
by one person, but if a Cabin be occupied by more 
than one person, an additional charge will be made 
of Nine Rupees, whieb will entitle the Cabin to a 
second Servant. All other extra Servants will be 
considered as Deck Passengers, the charge for 
which will be half an Anna per mile, or Kighteen 
Rupees Twelve Annas from Calcutta to Gowa- 
huttee; Deck Passengers will pay Eighteen Rupees 
to Gowahuttee, or half an Anna a mile for any 
shorter distance.

Passengers are allowed to carry such Baggage 
and Cabin Furniture within their Cabins as is ne- 
cessary for the voyage; and this may include a 
Piano if required for use during the voyage and 
not in a packing case: but Pianos in packing cases 
aud all other packages, as cases of Millinery, Sad- 
diery, Glags and Earthen-ware, Beer and Wines, 
and other Stores, will be stewed in another part of 
the veasel; and to the extent of half a ton, or 26 
cubic feet, be charged for at half the established 
rate of Freight; all in excess of half a ton will 
be charged at the full rate of Reeight. 
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Deck Passengers are allowed ona, Roll of Bed- 
ding 2 feet wide, and a box of six cubic feet solid 
contents. 

A Table is provided by the Commander at Four 
Rupees per Diem for each person, exclusive of 
Wines and Beer, which if provided by the Com. 
mander, are charged at regulated prices, of which 
a list is exhibited in the Dining Room, and all 
Refreshments required between the regular meals 
of Breakfast at 4 past 8, Biscuit, &e. at noon, 
Dinner at 3r. mM, and ‘Tea and Coffee in the even- 
ing. Persons who provide their own Wines, will 
pay 3 annas for each cork drawn. 

Children who do not come to the Table are pro- 
vided at One Rupee per day, the same charge is 
made tor Christian Servants, 

Mussulman Servants may feed with the Crew, 
paying arate of Two Annas per day. Hindoos 
must provide their own food. 

The Passage Money, and a deposit of Four Ru- 
pees per day for the estimated term of the voyage, 
must be paid on engaging a passage, and any sur- 
plus of ‘Table Money will be returned, or an addi- 
tional charge be made by the Commander, as the 
voyave may fall short of or exceed the time for 
which the deposit was calculated. Hlalf the Pas- 
sage Money, and half the Table Money become 
forfeit by persons who relinquish a passage after 
having engaged it 

The despatch of Boats will be duly advertized, 
and if any change in the Boats occurs, Accommo- 
dation or Freizht engaged for the one advertized, 
will be agsigned on the one substituted. 


Of freight. 

All Goods intended for shipment on the Govern- 
ment Boats must be sent to the Boat Office, in 
Church Lane, Calcutta, between the hours of Ten 
and Four, Sundays, Christmas Daya, and Good 
Fridays excepted. 

Goods will not be received for shipment unless 
they be addiesged toa resident at the place at 
which they are to be delivered from the Boats.

100, is published for general 
information, and all Officers in Pilotage charge of 
Vessels serving in this River are required to con- 
form thereto, from and after the 2lst day of Sep- 
tember next, until which date No. 39 of the Rules 
for Running Pilots is to continue in force. 

Sec. 9, Cap. 100, 9th and 10th of Victoria. 
“And it be enacted, that every Steam Vessel 
“when meeting or passing any other Steam Ves- 
*‘ sel shall pass as far as may be safe on the Port 
“ side of such other Vessel, and every Steam Ves- 
“sel navigating any River or narrow Channel shall 
“keep as far as is practicable to that side of the 
“ Fairway or Mid-channel of such River or Chan- 
“nel which lies on the Starboard side of such 
* Vessel, due regard being had to the side and to

Sir,—Adverting to my Letter, dated the 2d 
instant, | have the honor to suggest for your con- 
sideration, whether it would not be advisable to 
publish a Notice in the Calcutta Papers, intimat- 
ing to the public generally, especially the Mer- 
cautile Community, that, if they desire their Over- 
land Letters, to be forwarded on by the Govern- 
ment Overland Express, they should request their 
Correspondents to mark “per Express,” and to 
keep within the fimited weight of two tolas; and 
that, meanwhile, until the system becomes ge- 
nerally known, they ought to advise me, whether 
they wish any of their Lettera, not so marked, to 
be sent on from Bombay by the Express. 

2d.—By the last Express I dispatched as usual 
a number of Overland Letters, not especially 
marked, because, had J not done so, great disap- 
pointment would have been experienced by par- 
ties in Calcutta; but Lintend to discontinue the 
practice, after a sufficient time has elapsed to ad- 
mit of the public becoming aware of the privilege 
conceded by the Notification of May issued by the 
London General Post Office, and to dispatch by 
the Overland Express those Letters only which 
are so marked. 

3d.—The public ought moreover to be most espe- 
cially warned not to mark “ per Express” on letters 
exceeding two tolas in weight, because such letters 
cannot be so dispatched. They will invariably be 
detained (as was the case on the arrival of the last 
Mail,) for transmission by the post regular dawk, 
dispatched after the Express. 

4th.—-I shall feel much obliged by your favoring 
mo with a list of * Newspaper Offices” in Caloutta, 
and by your informing the parties connected there- 
with that not more thantwo papers (whether sent 
out from England marked “ per Exprese;” or posted 
in Bombay to go by Exprese) will, in futare, be 
forwarded by the Government Express. Some of 
the Newspaper Offices have au many a8 six Over- 
land Papers marked * per Express,” but, as they 
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cannot be so forwarded, it is useless to have them 
so marked. 

5th—The new rule limits the weight of a 
Newspaper to 3 ¢o/us, but, if that were acted up to, 
the Newspaper Offices would be deprived alto- 
gether of the privilege conceded by the Notifica- 


tion of May last, as an Overland Paper invariably | 


weighs more than 3 and generally very nearly 6 
tolas. I have therefore determined to send two 
Overland Papers to each Office, without reference 
to that limit, and shall continue the practice until 
I receive orders to the contrary from Government 
or the Home Authorities.

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THE following Memorandum drawn out by the 
Political Agent of Bhopaul, is published for gene- 
ral information : 


Memorandum regarding Daks for Travellers within 
the Bhopaul Political Agency. 


July Qhst 1847. 

1. A Dak consisting of 8 Palkee Bearers of 
l or 2 Banghy Burdars if required, and of } or 2 
Mussalchies, will be furnished at the rate of 
eight annas (Company’e Currency,) per mile, 
Kuglish. 

2. On the two main roads between Saugor 
to Mhow, and between Saugor and Hoshungabad, 
the Bhopaul authorities furnish Daks from Bhilsa 
and ‘Tuppa in the one case, and from Bhilsa and 
Hoshungabad on the other. The distances are 
respectively, 97 miles and 76 miles, according to 
the Post Office routes, viz. as follows: Bhilsa to 
Bhopaul 30, Bhopaul to Tuppa 67, and Bhopaul 
to Hoshungabad 46 miles. The distance be- 
tween Bhopaul and Sehore is reckoned at 21 
miles. 

3. Should a traveller be detained for less 
than 24 hours, no demurrage will be charged ; if he 
is delayed more than a day then for the second 
day in whole or part, and 80 for the 3d day, &c, 
he will be charged 3 annas (Company’s Currenoy,) 
for each man at each stage—that is 3 annas a day 
per man, beyond the first day. 

4. As delays occasionally occur in going from 
Saugor to Mhow at Tuppa, where the Mhow 
Bearers should take up the Dak, the Bhopaul 
Bearers will, if necessary, carry the traveller on to 
the next stage, Peepleea, each man employed re- 
ceiving 4 annas (Company’s Currency,) for the 
extra stage. 

5. 1t is advisable always to give, if possible, 
seven days notice about laying a Dak, as the ma- 
jority of the bearers have to be sent to their res- 
pective stages from the towo of Bhopaul. 

6. No Dake can be laid ae a rule on other 
roads, but.every endeavour will be made to accom- 
modate travellers on timely notice being given.

GOVERNMENT having decided on opening a 
Steam Communication with Gowahuttee in Assam 
via Dacea and Serajgunge, notice ig hereby given, 
that the first boats fur this line, a Steamer and a 
Fjat, will be despatched on the 13th Proximo; and 
the communication be continued Monthly for 
THREE YEARS. 

The following Regulations and Rates of Charge 
for accommodation of Passengers, and conveyance 
of Goods on the Government Boats employed in 
the above Navigation, are published for general 
information: , 

Of Passage. 

All applications for Passage on the Government 
Boats proceeding to Dacca and Assam, must be 
made at the Boat Office in Calcutta, and all appli- 
cations for Cabins on the Boats returning from 
Assam, must be made to the Steam Boat Agent at 
the nearest place to that of embarkation. 

The distance between Calcutta and Gowahuttee 
is assumed to be 600 miles, and the distance from 
Calcutta to the different Stations as follows:

Au Accommodation or a Cargo Boat will be 
employed in this line, as far as Dacca, the Steamer 
only going on to Gowahuttee until the demand 
for freight to and from places above Dacca is more 
than a Steamer can supply. In the first there are 
3 classes of Cabins, but there will be no distirc- 
tion in the charge, and the preference in the selec- 
tion will be given to those who engage for the long- 
est distances or otherwise, according to priority of 
application. 

‘lo Burrisaul or Dacca the charge will be Se- 
venty-five Rupees, to Gowahuttee One Hundred 
and Fifty Rupees, or at the rate of Twenty-five 


‘Rupees for every 100 miles, of the estimated dis- 


tance according to which the passage for interme- 
diate distances will be rated. 

One Servant is allowed to each Cabin occupied 
by one person, but if a Cabin be occupied by more 
than one person, an additional charge will be made 
of Nine Rupees, which will entitle the Cabin to a 
second Servant. All other extra Servants will be 
considered as Deck Passengers, the charge for 
which will be half an Anna per mile, or Eighteen 
Rupees Twelve Annas from Calcutta to Gowa- 
huttee; Deck Passengers will pay Eighteen Rupees 
to Gowahuttee, or half an Anna a mile for any 
shorter distance. 

The charge for passage on return voyages will 
be the same as above. 

Passengers are allowed to carry such Baggage 
and Cabin Furniture within their Cabins as is ne- 
ceasary for the voyage; and this may include a 
Piano if required for use during the voyage and 
not in a packing case: but Pianos 4 os cases 
aud all other packages, as cases of Millinery, Sad- 
dlery, Glass and Earthen-ware, Beer and Wines, 
and other Stores, will be stowed in another part of 
the veasel; and to the extent of half a ton, or 25 
cubic feet, be charged for at half the established 
rate of Freight; all in excess of half a ton will 
be charged at the full rate of Freight. 
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Deck Passengers are allowed one Roll of Bed- 
ding 2 feet wide, and a box of six cubic feet solid 
contents, 

A Table is provided by the Commander at Four 
Rupees per Diem for each person, exclusive of 
Wines and Beer, which if provided by the Com- 
mander, are charged at regulated prices, of which 
a list is exhibited in the Dining Room, and al) 
Refreshments required between the regular meals 
of Breakfast at 4 past 8, Biscuit, &c. at noon, 
Dinner at 3 vp. m., and Tea and Coffee in the even- 
ing. Persons who provide their own Wines, will 
pay 3 annas for each cork drawn. 

Children who do not come to the Table are pro- 
vided at One Rupee per day, the same charge is 
made for Christian Servants. 

Mussulman Servants may feed with the Crew, 
paying arate of Two Annas per day. Hindoos 
must provide their own food. 

The Passage Money, and a deposit of Four Ru- 
pees per day for the estimated term of the voyage, 
must be paid on engaging a passage, and any sur- 
plus of Table Money will be returned, or an addi- 
tional charge be made by the Commander, as the 
voyage may fall short of or exceed the time for 
which the deposit was calculated. Half the Pas- 
sage Money, and half the Table Money become 
forfeit by persons who relinquish a passage after 
having engaged it. 

The despatch of Boate will be duly advertized, 
and tf any change in the Boats occurs, Accommo- 
dation or Freight engaged for the one advertized, 
will be aesigued on the one substituted. 


Of Freight. 

All Goods intended for shipment on the Govern- 
ment Boats must be sent to the Boat Office, in 
Church Lane, Calcutta, between the hours of Ten 
and Four, Sundays, Christmas Days, and Good 
Fridays excepted. 

Goods will not be received for shipment unless 
they be addressed toa resident at the place at 
which they are to be delivered from the Boats. 
The direction must be marked on something not 
liable to be destroyed by vermin, and from which 
it may not easily be obliterated. A direction 
written on a card or marked with ink on a tin box, 
would be tiable to the above objection. 

The Boat Office will not be responsible for any 
damage or loss that may be occasioned by accident 
to the vessel or other cause whatever, not traceable 
to negligence or mismanagement of those belong- 
ing to the vessel. 

All Goods sent to the Boat Office must be ac- 
companied by a note, with suitable direction for 
the guidance of the Officers of the Department. 

Goods not applied for on board the Boat by the 
Consignee, will be carried on and charged with ad- 
ditional freight, unless addressed to the Steam 
Agent, in which case they will be delivered to him. 
It must be understood, however, that although all 
persons are at liberty to consign their goods to the 
Steam Agent of the stations at which they are to 
be landed, the Government is not responsible for 
such Steam Agent, or for the safety of the goods after 
the delivery of the same tn the Consignee or to his 
order, whether such Consignee be the Steam Agent or 
any other person. Goods intended for the final 
station, if not applied for within 2¢ hours after the 
Boat's arrival there, will be delivered to the Steam 
Agent at the risk of the shipper. 

Freight on all Packages, excepting Treasure 
laden in Calcutta, or for which tonnage is reserved 
in Calcutta, and which do not exceed in weight 
eg per cubic foot, will be charged by the cubic 
oot, vy

For intermediate distances upwards for Goods 
not shipped in Calcutta, 3 annas per foot, and 2 
pie per seer or 1 pie per pound, will be charg- 
ed for every 100 miles.

Sir,—Adverting to my Letter, dated the 2d 
miatant, I have the honor to suggest for your con- 
sideration, whether it would not be advisable to 
publish a Notice in the Caleutta Papers, intimat- 
mg to the public generally, especially the Mer- 
cantile Community, that, if they desire their Over- 
land Letters,,to be forwarded on by the Govern- 
ment Overland Express, they should request their 
Correspondents to mark “per Express.” and to 
keep within the amited weight of too tolas; and 
that, meanwhile, until the system beeomes ge- 
nerally knowo, they ought to advise me, whether 
they wish any of their Letters, not so marked, to 
be sent on from Bombay by the Express. 

2d.—By the last Express I dispatched ag usual 
a number of Overland Letters, not especially 
marked, because, had J not done so, great disap- 
poitment would have been experienced by par- 
ties in Caleutta; but Lintend to discontinue the 
practice, after a sufficient time has elapsed to ad- 
mit. of the publie becoming aware of the privilege 
conceded by the Notification of May issued by the 
London General Post Office, and to dispatch by 
the Overland Express those Letters only which 
are so marked. 

3d.—The public ought moreover to be most espe- 
cially warned not to mark * per Express” on letters 
exceeding two tolas in weight, because such letters 
cannot be so dispatched. ‘They will invariably be 
detained (as was the case on the arrival of the last 
Mail,) for transmission by the post regular dawk, 
dispatched after the Express. 

4th.—I shall feel much obliged by your favoring 
me witb a list of * Newspaper Offices” in Calcutta, 
and by your informing the parties connected there- 
with that not more than two papers (whether sent 
out from England marked “ per Express,” or posted 
in Bombay to go by Express) will, in future, be 
forwarded by the Government Iexpress. Some of 
the Newspaper Offices have as many as six Over- 
land Papers marked * per Express.” but, as they 
cannot be so forwarded, it 1s useless to have them 
so marked. 

5th.—-The new rule limits the weight of a 
Newspaper to 3 to/as, but, if that were acted up to,

Au Accommodation or a Cargo Boat will be 
employed in this line, as far as Dacca, the Steamer 
only gomg on to Gowahuttee until the demand 
for frerzhi to and from places above Dacca is more 
thau a Steamer can supply. lp the first there are 
3 classes of Cabins, but there will be no distine- 
tion in the charge, and the preference in the selec- 
tion will be given to those who engage for the long- 
est distatices or otherwise, according to priority of 
applicahon, 

To Burrisaul or Dacca the charge will be Se- 
venty-five Rupees, to Guwahuttee One Hundred 
and Kifry Rupees, or at the rate of T'wenty-five 
Rupees for eyery 100 miles, of the estimated dis- 
tance according to which the passage for interme- 
diate distances will be rated. 

One Servant is allowed to each Cabin oecupied 
by one person, but if a Cabin be occupied by more 
than one person, an additional charge will be made 
of Nine Rupees, which will entitle the Cabin to a 
second Servant.

Persons who provide their own Wines, will 
pay 3 annas for each cork drawn. 

Children who do not come to the Table are pro- 
vided at One Rupee per day, the same charge is 
made for Christian Servants. 

Mussulman Servants may feed with the Crew, 
paying arate of Two Annas per day.  Hindoos 
must provide their own food. 

‘The Passage Money, and a deposit of Four Ru- 
pees per day for the estimated term of the voyage, 
must be paid on engaging a passage, and any sur- 
plus of Table Money will be returued, or an addi- 
tional charge be made by the Commander, as the 
voyage may fall short of or exceed the time for 
which the deposit was calculated. Tlalf the Pas- 
sagze Money, and half the Table Money become 
forfeit by persons who relinquish a passage after 
having engaged it. 

The despatch of Boats will be duly advertized, 
and if any change in the Boats occurs, Accommo- 
dation or Freight engaged for the one advertized, 
will be aesigned on the one substituted. 

Of Freight. 

All Goods intended for shipment on the Govern- 
ment Boats must be sent to the Boat Office, in 
Church Lane, Calcutta, between the hours of Ten 
and Four, Sundays, Christmas Days, and Good 
Fridays excepted.

Sin,—Adverting to my Letter, dated the 2d 
instant, I have the honor to suggest for your con- 
sideration, whether it would not be advisable to 
publish a Notice in the Calcutta Papers, intimat- 
ing to the public generally, especiahy the Mer- 
cantiie Community, that, if they desire their Over- 
Jand Letters, to be forwarded on by the Govern- 
ment Overland Express, they should request their 
Correspondents to mark “per Express,” and to 
keep within the simated weight of too tolas; and 
that, meanwhile, until the system becomes ge- 
nerally known, they ought to advise me, whether 
they wish any of their Letters, not so marked, to 
be sent on from Bombay by the Express. 

2d.— By the last Express I dispatched as usual 
a number of Overland Letters, not especially 
marked, because, had J not done so, great disap- 
pointment would have been experienced by par- 
ties in Calcutta; but Tintend to discontinue the 
practice, after a sufficient time has elapsed to ad- 
mit of the public becoming aware of the privilege 
conceded by the Notification of May issued by the 
London General Post Office, and to dispatch by 
the Overland Express those Letters only which 
are so marked. 

3d.—The public ought moreover to be most espe- 
cially warned not to mark © per Express” on letters 
exceeding two tolas in weight, because such letters 
cannot be so dispatched. ‘They will invariably be 
detained (as was the case on the arrival of the last 
Mail,) for transmission by the post regular dawk, 
dispatched after the Express. 

4th.—I shall feel much obliged by your favoring 
me with alist of * Newspaper Offices” in Calcutta, 
and by your informing the parties connected there- 
with that not more than two papers (whether sent 
out from England marked “ per express,” or posted 
in Bombay to go by Express) will, in future, be 
forwarded by the Government Iixpress. Some of 
the Newspaper Offices have ag many as six Over- 
land Papers marked ‘* per express,” but, as they 
cannot be so forwarded, it is useless to have them 
so marked. 

5th.—The new rule limits the weight of a 
Newspaper to 3 to/as, but, if that were acted up to, 
the Newspaper Offices would be deprived alto- 
gether of the privilege conceded by the Notifica- 
tion of May last, as an Overland Paper invariably 
weighs more than 3 and generally very nearly 6 
tolas. I have therefore determined to send two 
Overland Papers to each Office, without reference 
to that limit, and shall continue the practice until 
] receive orders to the contrary from Government 
or the Home Authorities.

Simla, 18th September, 1847.—The Eighteen 
Regiments of Irregular Cavalry, now forming a 
component part of the Bengal Army, having been 
reduced to 500 Sowars each Regiment, the Right 
Hon’ble the Governor General is pleased to order 
that such of these Regiments as have not hitherto 
helonged to the Military Establishment shall be 
transferred to it frota this date, and placed under 
the orders of His Exeeliency the Right Hon’ble 
the Commander in Chief. 


The Governor General aleo directs that the 
system of employing one or more Regiments of 
Irregular Cavalry, exclusively in Civil Duties, 
shall, forthe future, cease; and that the Irregular 
Regimestedow so employed, viz. the Sth, the 
Boudleound Regiment and the 15th, and all other 
Regiments which may hereafter be so employed, 
shail be periodically relieved in the same manuer 
as any other Regiment, and in no case emplores 
in such detached duty for a longer period than 
3 years, nor be again thus employ uotil af

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other dee. ys of Irregular Cavalry shall have 
performed their tour of Civil Duty. 


The Bundelcund Regiment of Irregular Cavalry 
will take its place in the List of Irregular Regi- 
ments between the 9th and 10ch Regiments, and 
will be numbered the 10th Regiment, the present 
10th becoming the 11th, the llth the 12th, and so 
on throughout the remaining Regiments. 


When Regiments of Irregular Cavalry are em- 
ployed on Civil Duties, it is clearly to be under- 
stood that the Military Authority in all matters of 
discipline, interior economy, promotion, enlist- 
ment of Men, and the providing of Horses, shall 
rest solely with His Excellency the Commander in 
Chief. 

On the other hand, the Commandants of Regi- 
ments thus employed will at once comply with 
any requisitions which they may receive from the 
Civil or Political Functionaries of the District for 
any Duty whatsoever, without waiting for the 
sanction of the Military Officer in Command, who 
will not interfere with the directions given by the 
Civil Officer. If the order of the Civil Officer 
involves a permanent alteration in the distribution 
of the Regiment, the Military Officer will report 
to his Military superior, the orders he has re- 
ceived.

Many instances having lately occurred wherein

2. His Lordship further directs that every 
Officer, the whole or any portion of whose bills 
may be retrenched or disallowed by the Military 
Auditor General, shall invariably furnish, through 
the Pay Department, such reply or explanation as 
may have been called for, or ae may seem calcu- 
lated to induce the Military Auditor General to 
pass the sume retrenched or disallowed; and no 
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Officer shall submit an appeal until, after consi- 
deration of the explanation afforded, the Military 
Auditor General shall have refused either to pass 
the claim, or to refer the question for the decision 
of Government. 

3. It is further directed that, in all cases, au- 
thorities forwarding for the consideration of Go- 
vernment appeals against decisions of the Military 
Auditor General, shall satisfy themselves that 
such explanations or replies have been affoided by 
Officers on disallowance or iretienchment, and 
that the Military Auditor General has subsequent- 
ly declined either to pass the items or refer the 
case himself to Government; a distinet notice to 
this effect should invariably be entered in every 
letter forwarding an appeal.

mit of the public becoming aware of the privilege 
conceded by the Notification of May issued by the 
London General Post Office, and to dispatch by 
the Overland Express those Lettcrs only which 
are so marked. y 

3d.—The public ought moreover to be most espe- 
cially warned not to mark “ per Express” on letters 
exceeding two tolas in weight, because such letters 
cannot be so dispatched. ‘They will invariably be 
detained (as was the case on the arrival of the last 
Mail,) for transmission by the post regular dawk, 
dispatched after the Express. 

4th.—I shall feel much obliged by your favoring 
me with a het of * Newspaper Offices” in Calcutta, 
and by your informing the parties connected there- 
with that not more than two papers (whether sent 
out from England marked “ per Express,” or posted 
in Bombay to go by Express) will, in future, be 
forwarded by the Government Expreas. Some of 
the Newspaper Offices have as many as six Over- 
land Papers marked ‘ per Express,” but, as they 
cannot be so forwarded, it is useless to have them 
so marked. 

5th.—The new rule limits the weight of a 
Newspaper to 3 tolas, but, if that were acted up to, 
the Newspaper Offices would be deprived alto- 
gether of the privilege conceded by the Notifica- 
tion of May last, as an Overland Paper invariably 
weighs more than 3 and generally very nearly 6 
tolas. I have therefore determined to send two 
Overland Papers to each Office, without reference 
to that limit, and shall continue the practice until 
I receive orders to the contrary from Government 
or the Home Authorities.

nerally known, they ought to advise me, whether 
they wish any of their Letters, not so marked, to 
be sent on from Bombay by the Express. 

2d —By the last Express [ dispatched as usual 
a nuinber of Overland Letters, not especially 
marked, because, had J not done so, great disap- 
pointment would have been experienced by par. 
ties in Calcutta; but Lintend to discontinue the 
practice, after a sufficient time has elapsed to ad- 
mit of the public becoming aware of the privilege 
conceded by the Notification of May issued by the 
London General Post Office, and to dispatch by 
the Overland Express those Letters only which 
are so marked. 

3d.—'The public ought moreover to be most espe- 
cially warned not to mark * per Express” on letters 
exceeding feo tolas in weight, because such letters 
cannot be so dispatched. ‘Ihey will invariably be 
detained (as was the case on the arrival of the last 
Mail,) for transmission by the post regular dawk, 
dispatched after the Express. 

4th.—I shall feel much obliged by your favoring 
me with a list of “ Newspaper Offices” in Calcutta, 
and by your informing the parties connected there- 
with that not more than two papers (whether sent 
out from England marked “ per Express,” or posted 
itn Bombay to go by Express) will, in future, be 
forwarded by the Government Express. Some of 
the Newspaper Offices have as many as six Over- 
land Papers marked “ per Express,” but, as they 
cannot be so forwarded, it is useless to have them 
so marked, 

5th.—The new rule limits the weight of a 
Newspaper to 3 ¢o/as, but, if that were acted up to, 
the Newspaper Offices would be deprived alto- 
gether of the privilege conceded by the Notifica- 
tion of May last, as an Overland Paper invariably 
weighs more than 3 and generally very nearly 6 
tolas. I have therefore determined to send two 
Overland Papers to each Office, without reference 
to that fimit, and shall continue the practice until 
I receive orders to the contrary from Goveroment 
or the Home Authorities.
